all colors and they will not range.’

By this time 
things commenced to change; our 
cows started to breed better, ave- 
raging about 92 per cent and up to 
96 per cent. This was something 
unusual for on the range 85 per 
cent is counted very good. At first we were just a little dubious 
as to whether our sires would be able to hold their own against the 
horned breeds but we soon discovered that they were able to take 
care of themselves in fine shape. In fact one of our sires is a little 
too much on that order, he will leave the herd and go out of his way 
to pick a fight.

“It is with pride and ad- 
miration that I look upon 
these black fellows after 
these severe storms. They

beine a young bachelor) well-ll, I would just as soon not answer. 

“It is with dissatisfaction and mingled disgust that I help on 
the dehorning job here in the fall. When I see the loss and the 
suffering resulting from dehorning I often wonder why, just why, 
there are not more polled Aberdeen-Angus sires on the range.

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The Founding of an Aberdeen-Angus Her, 


Breeding of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle began at the Oklahoma A. & 
M. College sometime during the year 
of 1900. At this time, the college 
was about nine years old, having been 
founded in 1891. The original foun- 
dation cattle were purchased by Pro- 
fessor F. C. Burgess, who was Pro- 
fessor of Agriculture at the college 
at that time. The cow, HERSELF 
2d 33749, bred by H. W. Elliott, was added from the Elliott herd. 
The cow, PAULINE 5th 36867, and the bull IRENEUS 36870, were 
purchased from Anderson and Findlay, of Lake Forest, Illinois. 
These three head represented the original foundation. 

The next most important purchase was made about 1909 or 1910. 
At this time, the bull, BRITTON BLACK BIRD 125449, was pur- 
chased from W. A. McHenry, of Denison, Iowa. This bull distin- 
guished himself by siring some of the good females that are in the 
herd at the present time. He also sired the steer, COLLEGE 
CHOICE and BLACK BIRDS DIAMOND. They were champions 
of all breeds at Fort Worth two different years. He was also the 
sire of the dam of Heatherson Lad 2d, the steer that won champion- 
ship at the American Royal and the champion calf under one year 
at the International. He was also a champion at Ft. Worth over 
all breeds. He sold for 35% cents per pound at the 1918 Interna- 
tional. 

In June, 1915, three females and the bull, WAKARUSA 
HEATHERSON 7th, were purchased from Sutton and Porteous, 
Lawrence, Kansas. 

In 1916, WAKARUSA HEATHERSON 7th was traded to Sut- 
ton and Porteous for the bull, DUKE HEATHERSON 188362. DUKE 
HEATHERSON had been a 
prominent prize winner at the 
shows of the south and west. 
He remained as herd bull un- 
til 1920 when the bull ERIS- 
TOCRAT was secured from 
the Kansas State Agricultur- 
al College, where he had been 
siring some good steers for 
that institution. In August, 
1921, a new herd bull was se- 
lected from Carl Rosenfeld, 
at Kelley, Iowa. This bull’s 
name was ERIVAN 319162. 
ERIVAN was Junior and 
Grand Champion Angus bull 
at Nebraska, Muskogee and 
Dallas fairs, 1921. He also 
had won some good ribbons 
in Carl Rosenfeld’s herd in 
1920. He is sired by the bull, 
FAULTLESS PASS, a_ bull 
that has made a reputation 
in Mr. Rosenfeld’s herd. 

In August, 1921, the year- 
ling heifer, EDWINA of 
Muskogee, was purchased 
from L. R. Kershaw, of Mus- 
kogee. This heifer is from 
an imported cow which was ; 
secured by Mr. Kershaw from Carpenter & Ross. At the same time, 
BLACK BIRD NAOMI 3d was purchased from J. C. Simpson of 
Muskogee. This heifer has been junior champion at a number of 
southern shows, including the Dallas fair of 1921. She is sired by 
Mr. Simpson’s herd bull, LADDIE OF ROSEMERE, that sired his 
sensational steer, SIMPSON’S LADD, that was champion at every 
state fair shown in 1921, and champion over all breeds where any 
breed competition was shown. 

At the present time, there are 15 Aberdeen-Angus females of 
breeding age in the college herd. It is the desire and hope of the 
Animal Husbandry Department to keep the College herd on a basis 
whereby, it will be a living example and a practical demonstration 
to the students who are majoring in Animal Husbandry at the Ok- 
lahoma A. & M. College. During the past five years, the college 
has shown six champion Aberdeen-Angus steers. It has also ex- 
hibited 1st prize steer herd at different times at the leading shows, 
including the American Royal.

; t Just as it requires an individual longer to establish a herd 

f caitle than swine, so will it require more time to give beef pro- 
duction its proper place on the average Southern farm. 

For three years the feeding of beef cattle has been an import- 
ant project for the Tennessee club boys. The feeding period begins 
‘, March or April, and ends early in December. This year has not 
oi one of unusual promise for beef production, but the baby beef 
work has been kept up in three counties. The club members in gen- 
eral have done more successful feeding this year than ever before, 
and as to how successful they will be financially depends on the 
market price of beef cattle when sold about the middle of December. 

There are two phases of beef cattle work for boys; namely, the 
baby beef club and pure bred calf club. Before the club member at- 
tempts the raising of pure bred calves for breeding stock, he should 
have had one or two years’ work feeding a beef animal, and should 
have made a success. The pure bred calf club has not been attempt- 
ed in many places, but the club members are getting excellent train- 
ing in the fattening phase. — ; 

At least a carload of animals should be fattened in every coun- 
ty where the work is attempted. They can be shipped to shows 
and to market in carload lots. In most shows the minimum of 16 
head will constitute a carload, but it is advisable to have not less 
than 24 head in the club. The cost of shipping will not be greater 
than for 16 head, and the best individuals may be chosen for the 
carload competition. Furthermore, there is always danger of one 
or more boys dropping out of the contest during the year, and when 
more than 16 enter at the beginning, this will not break up the car- 


oad. 

_ Baby beef work is best conducted on the county club basis. 
Perhaps then the best suggestion as to how to establish it in any 
county would be to follow the general plan of counties that have 
been most successful. No county in the Southern states has done 
more successful work this year than has Hamblen county, Tennes- 
see, and no county club in the entire country has attracted greater 
attention. Some of the features of the work in this county are giv- 
en as an example of what can be done and might be used as a guide 
for others to follow. : 

Hamblen county is in the eastern portion of the state, Morris- 
town being the county seat. Beef cattle production is the major 
project in the live stock industry of the county. Several herds of 
prominence are in the county, and just over the line in the adjoin- 
ing county of Jefferson is the famous herd of Dr. J. I. Huggins, 
of Idolmere and Perinthian fame. 

Acting on the advice of these breeders as well as the bankers 
of the county, D. G. Stout, county, agent, organized a club of twen- 
ty boys early in the year. Nineteen of these completed their work 
of feeding a carload of baby beef calves. These boys had been care- 
fully selected, and after considering their facilities, such as pastur- 
age, feed, water, and general ability, it was decided that they were 
the tvne of boys that would make good. 

The calves were purchased and placed with them the latter part 
of March. They were cight to ten months old and cost an average 
of little more than $50 per head. This was rather high, but they 
were all pure bred individuals, and were nurchased from local breed- 
ers who were interested enough to give the boys any possible as- 
sistance. Some were purchased from the famous Huggins herd. 
Sixteen were Angus and three were Herefords. This made it pos- 
sible to show a car of 16 Angus. At the beginning of the feeding 
period the latter part of March they weighed an average of 482 
pounds per head. Some were heavier than others, but all were fair- 
ly uniform in general appearance. 

Each boy was given lessons in care and management of his 
calf, and all began their work under direct supervision of the county 
agent. It was made clear to them that during spring and early

summer the calves must have 
plenty of pasture, access to shade, 
clean water at all times and must 
be haltered and handled a few 
minutes each day. They were re- 
quired to feed twice a day. The 
rations varied somewhat, but it 
; was strictly observed that each 
animal received a balanced ration. In the beginning they usually 
contained equal parts of corn, wheat middlings and oats. Some fed 
equal parts corn and wheat bran with less amount of cotton seed 
meal or linseed meal. Corn was the basic part of the ration late in 
the contest. All the hay they would eat was given. 

A ration of this kind, rich in protein, caused the calves to de- 
velop rapidly and by midsummer they were very much larger and 
carried far more flesh than at the beginning of the contest. It was 
then that the amount of corn was increased, and the rest of 
the feeding period the calves were fed three times a day. Near the 
close of the contest they were kept in barns out of the sun and al- 
lowed to run on pastures at night. 

After following this course until the latter part of September, 
the boys were told that they had done their work well and to bring 
the calves into the county fair for their first show. At this fair 
in Morristown the calves were weighed. The heaviest one weighed 
910 pounds, and the average weight of the 19 head was 808 pounds. 
They had made an average daily gain of 1.7 pounds throughout the 
contest. There is nothing phenomenal about these gains, but they 
indicate mighty good feeding and management for beginners. 
Needless to say that these calves fed by the club boys made up a 
most attractive feature of the live stock show. 

The following basis of awarding prizes was used: Individuality 
of animals, 40 points; daily gains, 20 points; cost of gains, 20 points, 
and reports, 20 points. A total of $525 was won on the various in- 
dividuals, and they were shipped to Knoxville to be shown at the 
fair there the following week. 

In Knoxville they were again an attractive part of the live 
stock show, and their total winnings were $406. At the close of 
the Knoxville show they were shipped to the Chattanooga Inter- 
State Fair, where they met with some keen competition from the 
Roane county club that had sent down a carload of 20 head of An- 
gus. But Hamblen won first on carload and enough on individuals 
and open classes to total $399 in the Chattanooga show. It was 
two weeks later before the opening of the Southeastern fair at 
Atlanta, but the Hamblen county calves were shipped on down so 
they would be in show shape when the time came. It was in Atlan- 
ta that they performed their greatest feat of the season. 

In open competition for carload lots they won second in one 
class, first in another, champion in another, and grand champion in 
the entire live stock show. Individual animals won as follows: First 
on senior Angus steer calf, second to eighth on junior yearling An- 
gus steers, first on senior yearling Hereford steer, first and second 
on junior yearling Hereford steers and champion Hereford steer. 

In the baby beef club contest, open only to club boys, the win- 
nings were as follows: First on carload of sixteen head, first to 
nineteenth on individuals and first to nineteenth on daily gains of 
individuals. 

The winnings in open competition were $464, and in the club 
contest $632, making a total of 1,094 won at the Atlanta fair. 

Summing up the winnings at the four fairs in which this car of 
calves has been shown they have won a total of $2,424, which is, of 
course, a most excellent record. Of course it has cost a great deal 
to send this car of cattle around to the different fairs. They could 
have been returned to the owners after the show in Morristown, 
but by sending them around to the other fairs it has enabled severai 
hundred thousand more people to see them and realize the possibil- 
ities of the boys’ calf club work when conducted on a constructive 
plan as this. 

From Atlanta they were sent to Nashville, where they were fed 
by Mr. E. L. Black, who had charge of showing them at the other 
places. They will be shown at the Nashville fat stock show Decem- 
ber 6 to 8, and in all probability they will be heavy winners again. 
They will compete in various classes for $2,500 in prizes. 

At the close of the fat stock show the car of highly finished beef 
animals, approximately 16 months old will be sold to the highest 
bidder. Their gains have cost 11 cents in them, but they are ex- 
pected to bring a profit on what is invested in them. Calves fed 
by the Hawkins county boys brought 19 cents a pound. Such prices 
may not be forthcoming this year, but the packers have indicated to 
Secretary W. A. Burnett of the Nashville Union Stock Yards that 
club calves will be in much demand. i : 

The boys who fed these calves have been elated with their 
winnings at each of the previous fairs.

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A Week with the American Farm Bureau 
Federation in Atlanta

It is significant to note that all agricul- 
tural leaders are thinking along economic 
lines today. In regard to this subject Pres- 
ident Howard in his opening address before 
the convention expressed himself as follows: 

“We talk much of economic and uneco- 
nomic conditions. Not a thinking man in 
America but knows that there is nothing 
hypothetical in the statement that things 
cannot continue as they now are. Either 
farm prices must come up to meet the level 
of other commodities, or other commodities 
must come down to meet the level of farm 
commodities within a relatively short time 
or America will be in the throes of such a 
panic as she has never dreamed of. It is 
idle to talk of a returning of prosperity with 
distributing costs fifty per cent above pro- 
ducing prices. There is an old law of eco- 
nomics printed in one of the oldest text 
books dealing with human relationship but 
too much forgotten in our modern lore and 
everyday business. It is the Golden Rule 
of human relations. I declare unto you that 
the Golden Rule is just as sound economic- 
ally, just as essential morally today as when 
it was first enunciated on the mountain top. 
If it could be put into daily practice for 
one month by manufactuers, by railroads, 
by bankers, by merchants, by laborers and 
by farmers we could forget all our talk of 
credits and tariffs and taxes and agrarian 
blocs and manufacturers’ blocs and unem- 
ployment and low prices and congealed 
credits. There would be no panic imminent. 
Those who are now saying that our civili- 
zation is tottering would of necessity have 
to read just their positions. It would con- 
stitute the surest and shortest route to per- 
inanent prosperity.” 


A Week With the American Farm Bureau 
Federation in Atlanta.

For ex- 
ample the Director of the State Federation 
of Arizona gave the delegates an eleventh 
commandment which he said was stated: 

“Thou Shalt Not Take Thyself Too Ser- 
iously.” 

After Thy any sort of an adjective may 
be added that will give the right sort of 
importance. Just suit yourself about this. 
Dr. Walker in trying to live up to the com- 
mandant led the bunch in some good sing- 
ing; and the 118 delegates from Ohio got 
a little boistrious at times. 

Every speaker tried to tell the best story. 
And every fellow seemed to think that his 
state was the best one there was. 

Also Mr. Samuel R. Guard, Director of the 
Division of Information treated the crowd 
to a picture show \7ith a film called “Spring 
Valley,” which he and Mr. Bill of Illinois 
had made themselves.

At the closing session and near the hour of 
one a. m., the convention adopted the follow- 
ing resolutions and adjourned. 


RESOLUTION AS PRESENTED FOR 
ADOPTION. 


Resolutions American Farm Bureau 
Federation. 


1.—Congratulations.—The delegates to the 
Third Annual Convention of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation congratulate the 
officers and members on the splendid ac- 
complishments of the organization during 
the past year. 

We are proud of the fact that the program 
outlined at the Second Annual Convention 
has been carried out to a state of completion 
in many instances, and in others to a grati- 
fying stage of progress. 

2.—Pledge.—We pledge ourselves anew to 
carry out the objects of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, which are to develop, 
strengthen and correlate the work of the 
State Farm Bureau Federation to encourage 
and promote co-operation of all representa- 
tive agricultural organizations in every ef- 
fort to improve facilities and conditions for 
economic and efficient production, conserva- 
tion marketing, transportation and distribu- 
tion of farm products to further the study 
and enactment of constructive agricultural 
legislation; to advise with representatives of 
the public agricultural institutions co-oper- 
ating with the Farm Bureaus in the determ- 
ination of nation-wide policies, and to in- 
form Farm Bureau members regarding all 
movements that effect their interests. 

3.—Agricultural Department.—We urge, 
in the contemplated re-organization of the 
Federal Departments at Washington, that 
the present effectiveness and services of the 
department of agriculture be in no wise les- 
sened. We ask, on the other hand, that the 
department be further developed to the end 
that it may serve even better those whom 
it is intended to help, in order that the busi- 
ness of agriculture may be put on a par with 
the other business interests of the nation. 

4.—Tariff—We request of Congress the 
enactment of tariff legislation at once, which 
will give to the farmers of America that 
measure of protection that may be necessary 
to equalize the difference, between the costs 
of production of farm products in this coun- 
try and in competing nations. 

5.—Tax.—We heartily endorse the follow- 
ing principles as the foundation of our na- 
tional tax policy. 

1.—The measure of ability to pay taxes 
for the support of the National Govern- 
ment is NET INCOME, and the bulk of the 
— should be levied and collected on that 
asis. 

2.—The tax should be progressive; that 
is, the greater the income the higher the 
rate, 

3.—As this is a country of all the people, 
all the people should have some part in sup- 
porting the Government; hence, a certain 
part of the revenue may justly be raised by 
means of consumption taxes. 

We are opposed to the issuing of all tax 
free securities, and request that Congress 
submit a constitutional amendment to the 


several states to cure this defect in our tax ° 


system.

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(d) Personal rural credits, secured by 
proper insurance features, and the creati 
of machinery that will allow co-operatir 
societies to get money direct. i 

(e) That the Federal Reserve Board ¢ 
rect its policies so that primary producti, 
may be given the consideration which it 
merits. 

We ask: 

The appointment of a Committee to care- 
fully prepare and present to Congress as the 
views of our membership a bill which will s; 
amend existing laws as to secure to every 
American citizen an adequate and proper 
system of financing which shall be truly na- 
tional in its character, safe, sound and ad- 
ministered under the direction of an indepen- 
dent and representative Board of Directors 
representing every phase of our national life 
so that Congress shall not only “coin money 
and regulate the value thereof,” but will 
carry out the true spirit of the Constitution 
by regulating the expansion and reduction 
of credit, not with a view of private gain, 
but in such a way as to protect the interest 
of all our citizens and secure and promote 
the public welfare. 

7.—Co-operative Markcting.—We insist 
upon the early enactment of laws clearly 
defining the right of farmers to market their 
products co-operatively. 

8.—Public Boards and Commissions.—We 
urge that appointments on all boards and 
committees should be so made that the in- 
terests of agriculture may be protected and 
conserved. 

9.—Truth in Fabric——We ask Congress, 
in the interests of public welfare to enac: 
truth-in-fabric legislation. 

10.—Filled Milk.—In order to prevent fill- 
ed milk or modified milk products from de 
stroying the American Dairy Industry and 
injuring the health of the consuming public, 
we insist that the manufacture and sale of 
filled dairy products be forbidden by law. 

11.—Transportation.—(a) We denounce 
the principle of guaranteeing income upon 
fixed valuation to the railroads of the Unit- 
ed States, and ask the repeal of Section 
15-A, Each-Cummins law. 

(b) Since the Adamson Law produces 
conditions in the conduct of the railroads, 
which overate against the interests of the 
public, we ask its repeal or modification as 
speedily as possible. : 

(c) We object to the carriers being 
granted more for the short haul than for the 
long haul in rail freight rates. 

(d) We urge the development of the St. 
Lawrence Deep Waterway and other inlané 
waterway projects which will make possible 
water transportation to many of our inlan 
sections. ' 

(e) We urge Congress to restore full

Journal has undertaken that enterprise and the author 
has been endeavoring to do a!l on his part to place 
before the readers of the Journal as full a story as 


‘it is possible for him to do. He has reminded his 


readers that this is not a story of William McCombie 
alone, or of the Aberdeen-Angus alone, but as its 
title indicates. The form in which it is being cast 
permits a free presentation, liberal and generous of 
facts, as found in contemporary notices the exis- 
tence of which was altogether undreamed of, but which 
throw such welcome light on the story of the past 
that we are endeavoring to construct. Thus the pres- 
ent method permits the author to give to the Aber- 
deen-Angus reader a wealth of material long hoarded 
as well as some just rescued from oblivion. What 
the author is thus able to present should indeed be an 
incentive to others to begin the examination of all 
local sources and mediums of information. Think of 
the historical value of the discovery we have just 
made, and are presenting herein—the contemporary 
notice of George Williamson! The compilers of the 
standard history of the breed missed this sort of 
thing though they had better opportunity for getting 
at it than the present writer. So let the reader be 
patient with this interlude for it is certain he will be 
rewarded. 

The method adopted in this serial enables the 
author then to put in immediate form what is nearest 
and as well as most distant in developing the story. 
The strictly chrono'ogical sequence has not been pos- 
sible to follow, though in the rearrangement, that of 
course will take care of itself. Diversions have been 
made, but justifiably, these may be thought to inter- 
fere with the direct getting at the story of William 
himself, which readers may be following with per- 
haps more interest than the historical accompaniment. 
But as the story, slow, apparently, to unfold, develops, 
the intention will be approved, it is hoped for when 
completed the whole can then come in for such re- 
visions and corrections as will be evident as well as 
necessary, 

But what makes this Aberdeen-Angus of ours the 
“premier beef breed of the world?”—and gives its 
extraordinary prestige in its propensity to phenome- 
nal, early maturity? There must be something be- 
longing to it that no other breed possesses, and that 
seems just to be the explanation. That something 
other than what other breeds possess, or what some 
with more particular purpose style “factor,” is ap- 
parently inherent; bred into the very bone and mar- 
row, not eradicable, because implanted therein in its 
own prolific soil. It belongs to the breed as a posi- 
tive dominant character or quality that remains in- 


tact, and descends in whole, unaffected by any treat- 
ment. If it is evident today in an individual anima’. 
it is present and has been present in its previous an- 
cestors. It has not been “acquired” in the much 
abused sense of that term; it is natural, native, nor- 
mal. It has not been put—by any art the breeder as 
a socalled ‘creator’? may proudly think he has been 
responsible for, for it cannot be ‘‘put’’; it must be 
present from the beginning of the laying the foun- 
dation elements of the individual—that themselves 
come down, unaffected, from the past. Please take 
note of that and ponder it; it is just what the most 
advanced authorities in heredity will acquiesce in and 
tell you, for it is but the expression of their own 
formula. The factor that makes for prime beefing 
and early maturity, resides in what may be termed 
its own character-base, as one of the component ele- 
ments of the germplasm, the hereditary stuff itself— 
and that is but the repeated inheritance of the who'e 
racial line behind it. Do not then, breeder, take 
credit, where credit is not due; but let credit be 
awarded where it does belong. No credit can be 
taken by the breeder in having put such a propensity 
there. But credit can be taken for his recognizing 
its presence, and making his art so perfect as to 
make it appear or come out, that it may tell of what 
it is made, The breeder can create nothing, but he 
can preserve that which has already been created 
that meets his critical, and watchful expectant and 
hopeful wait, to see the fruition of. When he sees 
that he has something that he can rely upon as then 
being reproducible in the ordinary way. It is in 
catching these looked for “points,” as the breeder 
calls them, as they appear, and keeping them in line 
and at work as reproducers of themselves that the 
breeder shows his skill. His ability to encourage, 
such factor to respond to his coaxing treatment is 
another credit he must be given. The more he can 
bring any particular art and skill into play at such 
a juncture, to draw out the best that the animal is 
capable of, to its limit, a limit that has not yet been 
reached, it may firmly be asserted in the breed, the 
more he shows what that breed is able to do. 

That this quality of prime beefing and early maturi- 
ty belongs to the breed in supreme degree was a mat- 
ter of experience with the breeders in Aberdeenshire 
from the earliest period to which we can trace their 
own natural, developed, apatitude, as cattle ‘‘infalli-

bles’”” and breeders’ instinct with a vision ever in- 
spiring their efforts. It was that spirit that led 
Charles McCombie, for instance, to urge his son, Wi'l- 
iam, to take up the improvement—which meant the 
bringing out of those qualities we are dealing with— 
of the native polled breed; because they saw in it the 
capability, with proper treatment of not only equal- 
ling but excelling other breeds. That is the debt the 
breed owes to these Aberdeenshire men; who were the 
first to discover the inherent possibilities of the breed, 
to discover to what degree they believe they could 
bring it. All this was demonstrated by such tests 
as we have seen had been made by the Walkers of 
Wester Fintray, of Blair, and Suttie’ Williamsson 
of St. John’s Wel's, Bethelaie and Crichie; and oth- 
ers, not mentioned in the General Views or contem- 
porary accounts, that are only beginning to be dis- 
covered. Some we have mentioned—the prize list of 
the Highland and Agricultural Society’s shows in the 
earliest circuit has preserved their names and deeds 
for us. 


It may be said that it is only comparatively recent- 
ly that the pre-eminent early maturity capacity has 
been pre-eminently developed, discovered, recognized 
and encouraged. That matters not, for unless it had 
always been present it could never have appeared or 
been ‘‘discovered.” These Aberdeenshire men fanned 
the spark into the spectacular flame that was to 
bring the breed to that pitch that suddenly, as it 
seemed, the grand, unexpected, discovery was made. 
It could hardly have been believed, we may assume, 
by these men, that, in the cold inhospitable north, 
the land of an untempered climate, and of adverse 
agricultural conditions, their breed could be boasted of 
as possessing such an early maturing capacity. What 
they then did was to hold their breath, until their 
faith could be demonstrated and then give vent to 
their jublilation. 


Breeders should ponder on all this; in doing so 
they may gain some sort of clue that may benefit 
themselves; to learn something they must do to take 
the fullest advantage of their knowledge, and turn 
their unwrought material into a perfectly moulded 
What they may do, and what they have 
apparently been doing, is to strive to discover new 
means and methods of getting the whole possibility 
out of the animal; for each animal may have that 
in a different degree and in such form as requires 
special treatment to shake it out and get it to work. 
Only in this way can the breeder expect to be able 
to find the ful virtue of his always expanding asset— 
the inborn, inherent faculty of the breed to yield its 
best in primest beef and early maturity. 


It is this superlative factor, then, that makes the 
breed such supreme concern to its admirers, and 


should encourage other admirers to give it their de-

solutely necessary. . ~

somely advanced if more men really knew 
what had been accomplished by hard knocks 
by the pioneers in the business? Would not 
a series of stories in the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal pertaining to matters of vital im- 
port to the breed be of untold advantage to 
the breed? As we think seriously, endeav- 
oring to evolve a plan or system whereby 
the best interests of the breed might at this 
time be reinforced let us consider for a mo- 
ment what each man has really accomplish- 
ed.

votion. How better could they invest their capital, 
their skill, their brains, than in becoming the new 
patternmakers of champions. In doing this they be- 
come producers of the highest rank—of an unrivalled 
quality of beef in the shortest possible period, at 
the least expenditure, all resulting in obtaining the 
market-topping quotation. This is what the breed in 
its succeeding generations calls for—from its faithful 
supporters, happy if as the years roll on, in ever 
making an increasing circle of these breed-inspired 
enthusiasts; for enthusiasts they must be. It is 
and will be up to such to actually play the 
breed for all it is capable of and be the artists in 
the making of these perpetual champions. If men 
with such artistic skill and constructive ability are 
fortunate in living up to such gospel then they will 
be in the same degree fortunate in being acclaimed, 
above their expectations, as the earners of victory. 

Do full justice, then, to the promise of the inherent 
factor of the breed, and the breed will do as full 
justice to you, in response to your faith and generous 
treatment. 

With the collection of knowledge in regard to the 
polled, not only in the north-east of Scotland, which 
has been an absorbing occupation with me _ since 
1870 at least, and which has meant the expenditure 
of much laborious work and time, altogether un- 
profitable and the present publication of some of it, 
there is an advance in the attitude of others whose 
business it is to take notice of their effect on pre- 
vious writings. And so it has been with intense 
interest that an examinaton was made of this latest 
Historical Sketch of the breed which appears in the 
Transactions of the Highland and Agricultural So- 
ciety of Scotland for 1921. As this gives the latest 
estimate of William McCombie as the arch of struc- 
ture of which his work was the keystone, we deem 
it not inappropriate to reproduce what is said therein 
as to the subject of our story and such other matters 
as seem to illustrate a common harmony of treatment 

The secretary’s sketch shows marked progress 
in estimating the work of the early breeders though 
it was by their efforts the breed became so mucn 
more capable of quickly responding to the graet mod- 
ern stimulus that tested its phenomenal promise, and 
which was truly fulfilled. Proper acknowledgement 
is made in this new Historical Sketch of that phase 
of the history—of these “prehistoric”? partners o¢ 
ours but for whom the breed would have been nought. 
Though the author of the Sketch ‘“‘cannot deal with 
them in any degree of detail,” it is pleasant to point 
to his recognition of these men, whose names we 
have endeavored to recover from the closed pages of 
long forgotten mention. The effort made in the 
present series of articles therefore would seem to 
have received justification and endorsement, for de- 
voting attention to the past to which the present 
is so much indebted. One interesting feature to be 
noted in Mr. Barclay’s Sketch is in regard to what he 
designates the “‘composite name” of the breed a con- 
dition of duality the expression of which seems to 
have exercised the ingenuity of writers to formulate, 
for we find Jas. D. Law styling it for himself and in- 
dependently in the phrase the “combination name— 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed.” Mr. Barclay shows just 
as the writer has done, that there were two breeds 
and two names for the northeastern polled—the polled 
Aberdeen and the Polled Angus, which fact was rec- 
ognized by the Highland and Agricultural Society in 
1835, when it made its revision of the breed catagories. 
the distinction then established being continued un- 
til after 1846, when William McCombie, as well as 
Sir Thomas Burnett, mentioned by Mr. Barclay, adopt- 
ed the combination name for the composite breed— 
the Aberdeen and Angus. For Sir Thomas had evi- 
dently followed the lead of Mr. M‘Combie in the sys- 
tem of breeding he adopted, that of wedding the one 
variety to the other. He was the purchaser at 
Tillyfour first sale, 1850, of Mary of Wester Fintray, 
the dam of the great show cow, Nightingale, that 
became the property, at Mr. McCombie’s next sale in 
1857, of Sir George Macpherson Grant, whose father 
at the 1850 sale had purchased representatives of the 
Matchless family of St. John’s Wells. Thus the great

“Mr. McCombie, when he put his hand forth for 
the improvement of the breed, put it on record, 
was led to believe that if the properties of our Palle 
cattle were properly brought out they would equal 
if not surpass, any other breed, as to weight, sym. 
metry and quality of flesh.’ This is a statement 
that had never emanated from any other breeder; anj 
so it showed far deeper insight into the breed's Doss. 
ibilities than any one had ever defined, or divined: 
It was prescient; the result more than justifying the 
confident statement. That realization was a startliny 
sequel. And it was to McCombie that the vision o: 
that future was given at a critical moment and j: 
was to him that the task of realization of what non 
other had been competent to see was thus given: 
self visioned, self accepted. 


But that is not all about this statement that calls 
for comment. It is one made at a time when ther 
was no incentive offered but one 9f unlooked for loy; 
for. the familiar local sort, and therefore a century 
ahead of the time, of the science of breeding that 
has confirmed the formula. It is one that, it will 
be seen, could be made today by the most advancel 
scientific exponent of heredity ; for McCombie did not 
say that he could make the breed come to such point 
by mere material means applied by human ingen. 
uity or skill. What he said was that he believal 
the breed had those potentialities within it that “i 
properly brought out’? would enable him to place 
it above other breeds. He was alone among breeders 
in that and in the divination of the proper metho 
of applying it—his it was to find the means to 
properly bring out, what he conceived to be in the 
breed. McCombie had grasped the idea that the breal 
could not artificially acquire such qualities; that 
these could not be demonstrated to be present or 
brought out, if they were not there to bring ow. 
There is a vast difference between his idea ani 
that ordinarily held. It was as he himself once e 
pressed it to me in a more impressive manner, 4 
applicable to the human breed itself, “Ye canna tak 
oot what isna there ta tak oot.’’ The test of it being 
there, however, was, of course, in training—whick 
was a call to respond from within. It was impossible 
to make something out of nothing. That was the 
principle that guided him not only in his breeding 
practice but in his study and selection of men with 
whom he surrounded himself in his business or t 
recommend to others. His principle was not to put 
in what could not be contained, but to bring out 
what was already in and contained: what the beast 
possessed as belonging to a “right kind” 4s he 
would express it. The presence of the makings, ™ 
fact, of a breed, was what he saw in the rough 
local material about him—that however was even then 
in Aberdeenshire, if nowhere else, in a highly “im 
proved condition” as compared with what it was 2 
short while before or in other districts. Thus fully 
possessed of what the feeder desired, it was then the 
feeders task to properly make it respond. That was 
McCombie’s task—his to do. That was the sole sect 
if secret there was, of what was in the breed capable

of becoming “the breed that beats the record” 
setting it on its career of conquest, the only 
further record it having to beat being its own. “To 
do its bit at every bite” and make the most of every 
mite. 

Mr. Barclay, next referring to the show system, 
which as we have seen had the greatest effect in 
accellerating the improvement, points out that it was 
that system which from the start and all through 
long and often discouraging, but constantly deter- 
mined and renewed efforts, with the faith that was 
in him, that Mr. McCombie took advantage of to 
advertise the breed of his native county as urged 
by his father whose legacy it was to him who will- 
ingly under took the task. The story as told in this 
sketch, fully shows that but for Mr. MceCombie’s 
keeping continually at it at these fat stock shows 
where no other breeder seemed to care or to dare to 
tread, proves that the breed would never have at- 
tracted the attention that it did as a result of these 
efforts. The French and Smithfield shows, as the 
sections on them in the present Transactions Sketch 
show, were triumphs achieved by MeCombie: but for 
these there would have been none to take up the 
fight when William of Tillyfour had to retire. 


It was thus fifty years from the time that Mr. 
MeCombie put his master hand to the work of evolv- 
ing order and definite type out of “the raw and 
rough material representative of the native cattle” 
which practically embraced his whole life, before the 
breed was universally recognized as having justified 
the belief of his father and himself that it would 
prove “equal if not superior” to any. It was in 
“McCombie year’’—1878 that the first pure bred 
herd was established in the United States; and the 


Americans began to come over to Scotland to obtain - 


specimens of the breed, to the great profit of those 
breeders who had set back viewing the battle until 
it was won, the great master himself having de- 
parted, not learning of the land of promise that was 
to become clamant for specimens of his breed; the 
land that has produced such champions of the breed 
that would have astounded him and that really sug- 
gest that some new name for it should be found, as 
Superba. 

The following tribute, now, will be quite appro- 
priate here, as it is made by one who fully enough 
recognizes the fact that but for William McCombie 
there would have been today no world-beaters, no 
Smithfield, International or other champions: 


“Work at Tillyfour. 


“The outstanding figure in the founding of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed is without doubt that of Mr. 
Wm. McCombie, Tillyfour (1805-80). Of the handful 
of far-seeing breeders who grasped the full signifi- 
cance of the craze for crossing which followed the 
introduction of the Improved Shorthorn into the car- 
tle-raising districts of the North of Scotland, and 
who recognized the danger that threatened the na- 
tive, Mr. MecCombie, who may well be described as 
the “deliverer” of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle. By 
the year 1829, when he became tenant of the farm 
of Tillyfour—to which later several large adjoining 
farms were added in his operations as a breeder— 
the Shorthorn breed had begun to take a firm hold 
in the North. Recognizing the risk that the native 
breed in its unimproved state ran of complete extinc- 
tion, and being convinced that if their qualities were 
properly brought out they would equal, if not sur- 
pass, any other breed, Mr. McCombie resolved—to 
quote his own words—that “I would endeavor to im- 
prove oun native cattle.” With this fixed aim in 
view, he gave up the trade in lean cattle, in which 
he had been a very extensive participator, and turned 

the whole energy of his forceful and determined 
character, first to the rescue and then to the improve- 
ment of the breed. From the time that he won 
his first prize at a local show at Alford in 1832 to 
the crowning success in Paris in 1878, Mr. McCom- 
bie’s achievements on behalf of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
furnished a record which is perhaps unprecedented 
in point of brilliancy. He found a breed of a purely 
local nature, hemmed in by economic conditions and 
want of transport facilities to that circumscribed 
geographical area where it had existed as a local race 
for. successive centuries, and in the short space of 


one-half century he raised the breed from this local- 
ised standard to a position of national and of inter- 
national importance. 

“In tracing even briefly the work which Mr. Mc- 
Combie accomplished in connection with the founding 
and improving of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, it has 
to be noted that, like Hugh Watson, Keillor, he 
started with such material as he could find at hand. 
The greatest cattle-dealers in the North in those days 
were the brothers Williamson, St. John’s Wells, Fyvie, 
who generally sold about eight thousand head of ca:- 
tle yearly in the markets of the South. They had 
a decided preference for the native ‘unmixed’ Polled 
breed of Aberdeenshire, and it was from them that 
Mr. McCombie secured not a few of his best Polled 
animals. George Williamson, it may be noted, died 
in 1823, aged seventy-five years, and in the church- 
yard of Fyvie there is a monument erected to his 
memory by the Aberdeenshire Agricultural Associa- 
tion, ‘as a mark of respect for his upright and hon- 
orable conduct in private and public life, and in tes- 
timony of the great benefit derived by the county of 
Aberdeen from his meritorious exertions as an em- 
inent cattle dealer for upwards of fifty years.’ In 
maintaining the reputation of the native race—the 
forerunners of the Aberdeen-Angus breed—the Messrs. 
Williamson accomplished work of lasting importance, 
and no doubt did much in laying the foundations 
upon which others, at a later date, were to build. 
It was accordingly very natural that Mr. McCombie 
should find some of his earliest stock at St. John’s 
Wells, but his practice must have been to secure the 
best individual animals he could. Thus the cow that 
was first at Aberdeen in 1847, bred by Mr. McCombie 
though exhibited by Mr. Scott, Balwylle, had for 
dam what Mr. McCombie described as “the first fe- 
male of note, at Tillyfour.”. She was bred by Mr. Wil- 
son, Netherton in the adjoining parish of Clatt. 

Though the Tillyfour herd dates from about 1830 
the first few years of its existence were devoted to 
working upon old local strains to a very great extent, 
and the purchase in 1844 of the cow ‘Queen Mother’ 
at the Ardovie sale (Wm. Fullerton), inaugerated 
a new era not only in the history of the Tillyfour 
herd, but in the history of the Improved breed. Mr. 
McCombie has put himself on record the fact that 
it was to Mr. Fullerton that he owed his success as 
a breeder, adding, ‘I shall always look up to him 
as the founder of my stock.’ It does not fall within 
the scope of this article to trace the remarkable sys- 
tem of in-and-in breeding which Mr. McCombie prac- 
tised in developing his.type but tabulated pedigrees 
of some foundation cows of Mr. McCombie’s herd form 
interesting commentaries on the lines of breeding 
followed in the evolution of what was to all intents 
and purposes a new breed.’”’ 

Thus does Mr. Barclay run along lines similar to 
those already laid down in the series of articles that 
have been given herein. The founding, enlarging, 
and building up of the Tillyfour herd from its be- 
ginnings, will be fully taken up, in due course and il 
will be shown how it came about that Mr. McCombie 
practically established ‘ta new breed.” The charac- 
terizations Mr. McCombie has made of his contem- 
pories—the ones from whom he selected the animals 
that formed the foundation elements of the herd he 
started with the purchase of Queen Mother, that was 
to be the foundress of his favorite family, and that

became the premier family to be recognized as such, 
has always seemed extraordinary. The generosity, 
even supergenerosity, in fact, which he lavished on 
these breeders, showed how deeply he wished to stamp 
them before the world, to insure that he would only 
render the highest commendation that words could ex- 
press. He was as far above all, so big, in fact, that 
he had no fear that his high praise would minimize 
his own contributory effort. Being the ‘first breed- 
er,” the ‘‘founder of his stock’? or the one ‘‘to whom 
he owed his herd fortunes” could not after all affect 
the general result that it was he who practically 
created a ‘‘new breed’ in their very midst. 

Mr. Barclay mentions the Williamsons from whom 
Mr. McCombie selected some of his foundation ma- 
terial. He might also have mentioned the Walkers 
of Western Fintray, ete. The contributions of both 
of these represented in Mr. McCombie’s first sales in 
1850 and 1857, their blood still running in the breed, 
will be thoroughly explored. The reference made by 
Mr. Barclay to the George Williamson and what he did 
for the cattle industry, is important because we are 
now able to indicate the activities of the firm in the 
breeding of the native sort, besides the mere handling 
it commercially. Though Mr. McCombie was repre- 
sented at the Aberdeen show of the H. & A. S. by 
an animal bred by himself, he was also represented 
at the previous Highland show, 1846, in the class of 
extra stock by an Aberdeen and Angus two-year-ola 
heifer bred by himself but exhibited by Robert Scott. 
Balwylto. 

The sections ‘French Successes” and ‘‘Fat Stock Show 
Successes,” which shows was Mr. McCombie’s great 
aim to utilize to the fullest advantage continously 
and persistently, while others came and went, who 
ignore them show that on these fields the victories 
were his. All these will also be reviewed and a great 
deal of original material presented that will be found 
impressive.

rights of the State Railway Commissions, as 
they existed prior to the war. 

12.—Public Resources.—We urge Congres- 
sional action to the end that public resouces 
of all kinds be conserved and reserved to the 
end that special interests may not exploii 
them for private gain, but that the public 
receive the full benefits of their develop- 
ment. 

13.—Pittsburg Plus.—-We condemn the 
Pittsburg Plus principle, which adds a ficti- 
tious freight rate to the price of steel and 
other commodities, and we urge the correc- 
tion of this abuse. 

14.—Substitutes and Containers.—In pre- 
venting abuses in the sale of substitutes, 
and the use of deceptive containers, we ask 
a passage of such legislation as will correct 
these evils. 

15.—Bovine Tuberculosis—We urge the 
immediate passage of Federal legislation ap- 
propriating sufficient funds for the contin- 
uation of eradicating bovine tuberculosis. 

16.—Muscle Shoals.—We recognize in the 
Muscle Shoals nitrate water power project 
in Alabama such an essential measure to se- 
cure the preservation of our soil resources 
as well as to develop the industrial and 
transportation facilities of our Nation, that 
we urge the Congress of the United States 
to authorize the Secretary of War to enter 
into such contract or contracts with Henry 
Ford for the completion and continuous op- 
eration of the project as will protect the 
public welfare. If such authority is not 
promptly given, we reserve the right to in- 
stitute such action as will guarantee the 
completion and operation of this enterprise 
under Federal supervision. 

17.—Foreign Finance.—We urge Con- 


gress, without delay, to enact into law the
